Councilman Edward L. Jones has 
lost the respect and oonfidence of 
the great majority of the citizens 
of the town of Corte Madera, and 
. . , the ccwitinuance of Council­ 
man Edward L. Jones in office is 
against the best interests of the 
Town of Corte Madera and in op­ 
position to the wishes of the great 
majority of Its citizens.” 
FOUR SIGNATURES 
The notice, signed by Charles 
L. Kicwert., real 
estate 
dealer; 
Frank A. 
Gabel, 
lithographer: 
Henry B. Hulett, lumberman, and 
Charles E. Shelley, real estate man, 
was served on Jones by mail last 
night. 
Of the recall move, Jones said 
this morning: ‘‘It’s so unjust. 
I 
just don’t understand It.” 
The 
charges, he said, are "uncaUed 
for” and "unfounded.” 
"I deny any wrongdoing on my 
part while in public office,” Jones 
said. "This is a personal attack 
upon me and I promise the pro­ 
ponents of this would-be recall 
movement plenty of dynamite in 
my answer. I will use the same 
methods and means in posting my 
reply as the parties behind this 
use in posting their charges.” 
Jones has 14 days in which to 
reply formally to the charges. 
NEEDS 12 PER CENT 
Signatures on the petition can­ 
not be sought until 21 days after 
publication today in the Indepen- 
dent-Joumal, of the notice of In­ 
tention.

Whether or not to recall Jones 
would be the only issue on such 
an election ballot, according to 
Town Atty.

Rodney G. Sheran, whose con­ 
viction of second degree murder 
was reduced to manslaughter yes­ 
terday, said this morning he Is 
naturally pleased with the outcome 
and feels the judge has been fair 
and Just throughout. 
His attorney, Thomas Schaal, 
also smiled his satisfaction. "I be­ 
lieve it to be a fair and just re­ 
sult,” said Schaal. 
Prosecutor Roger Garety took 
immediate steps to counter the re­ 
duced verdict by filing an appeal 
with the District Court of Appeals 
in San Francisco. He is appealing 
to the higher court to restore the 
original verdict of second degree 
murder which a jury handed down 
last Oct. 17. 
PRISON TERM 
This verdict carried a prison 
term of five years to life. Man­ 
slaughter carries a maximum pen­ 
alty of 10 years In prison. 
Judge Carlos R. Freitas, in re­ 
ducing the degree of guUt, said 
“I have reasonable doubt as to 
whether or not there was any 
malice in this case.” The Judge 
said that in his opinion malice has 
not been proved beyond a reason­ 
able doubt and to a moral cer­ 
tainty. 
The Superior Court jury found 
Sheran guilty of second degree 
murder of his wife, Esme, 42, on 
a fire trail above Fairfax last May 
25. Assistant District Attorney 
Garety, who won the murder ver­ 
dict on circumstantial evidence, 
says he feels the evidence fully 
justified the verdict. 
WTLL APPEAL 
"I feel there was an abundance 
of evidence to support a second 
degree murder verdict, and the 
people will appeal the action of 
the court,” he said. 
The appeal is expected to be 
acted on by the appellate court 
within the next several months. 
Marin's district attorney will work 
together with the state attorney 
general’s office in filing briefs to 
support the contention that the 
verdict should be second degree 
murder, not manslaughter. 
Sheran meanwhile is still con­ 
fined to his cell In the county jail, 
awaiting an order of commitment 
signed by the judge before he is 
sent to San Quentin Prison. In­ 
terviewed in his cell this morning, 
Sheran sat on his bunk In a re­ 
flective mood. "I still can’t con­ 
ceive of the idea that my wife 
is gone.” 
He said he was hoping for 
acquital, but does not feel bitter 
about having to accept a prison 
term for manslaughter. 
"I’ll just have to accept,’* he

Murder Charge 
To Be Filed 
In Plane Deaths 


DENVER (iP>—The federal gov­ 
ernment decided today to turn 
over to the State of Colorado 
prosecution of John Gilbert Gra­ 
ham, confessed saboteur of the 
United Air Unes plane which blew 
up Nov. 1 with the loss of 44 lives, 
including Graham’s mother. 
State Dist. A :ty. Bert M. Keat­ 
ing announced he would file a 
charge of murder against Graham, 
23, in the death of his mother, 
Mrs. Daisie E. King. 
The tall, crew-cut Graham took 
out an Insurance policy for $37,500 
on his 55-year-okI mother just be­ 
fore she took off with a bomb in 
her luggage. (See earlier story on 
page seven.) 
Graham was arrested yesterday 
by the FBI on a “peacetime sabo­ 
tage” charge which carries a max­ 
imum penalty of ten years In 
prison and a $10,000 fine. 
First degree murder In Colorado 
is punishable by death in the gas 
chamber. 
Graham related how he rigged 
25 sticks of dynamite which blew 
up the airliner near Longmcmt, 
Colo., 11 minutes niter it left 
Denver. 
Graham said in his signed state­ 
ment that he had set the mech­ 
anism to detonate the bcmib 90 
minutes after he placed It in his 
mother’s suitcase at 6:53 p.m. the 
night of the crash. 
The plane was delayed 85 min­ 
utes in takeoff from Denver. Had 
the plane left on schedule, of­ 
ficials said, the explosion probab­ 
ly would not have come until the 
liner was over mountain country 
in Wyoming. 
Another UAL plane crashed 
against a southern Wyom i n g 
mountain Oct. 6, killing 66 persons 
in the worst disaster in the na­ 
tion’s commercial airline history. 
William A. 
Patterson, UAL 
president, said company investi­ 
gators knew "within 10 hours” 
after the Nov. 1 crash that an 
internal explosion in flight caused 
the tragedy. 
He said Invest^ators kept find­ 
ing a film of "gray stuff” on parts 
of the plane that “indicated dyna­ 
mite.” 
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enough to invalidate it.” 
It is not the province of either 
the board or the district attorney’s 
office to make a decision as to 
validity of the election, Jordan 
went on.

It is our opinion that a 
court would not hold the election 
invalid.” 
McDOUGALL’S LETTER 
The matter came before the 
board in a letter from Thomas D.

of the election were not mailed 10 
days prior to the election. (See 
8tor>' in column one.) 
"Our organization requests the

steps to declare the election illegal 
as Mrs. Schultz did in an identical 
situation when sufficient time had 
not elapsed for notice of a recent 
Homestead Sanitary Board meet­ 
ing election,” McDougall’s letter 
said. 
"Please notify us immediately if 
it will be necessary for us to file 
an injunction against the board of 
supervisors, the county' clerk and 
the county auditor’s office to pre­ 
vent the sale of the bonds,” the 
letter concluded. 
‘NOT CORRECT’ 
Jordan immediately noted that 
the statement concerning Mrs. 
Schultz "is not correct.” He said 
the supervisor had referred the 
Homestead matter to the district 
attorney’s office and that the D.A. 
had given an opinion that the 
election meeting was not properly 
called. "It is not a similar situa­ 
tion to that in the Tamalpais dis­ 
trict.” Jordan said. 
Sale of the bonds is now up to 
the school board. "If on the basis 
of our advice they decide to try 
to sell the bonds, that is up to 
them,” the deputy DA. went on. 
"Then if any citizen wants to file 
a suit against such sale, that is his 
right and the courts will decide the 
matter.” 
The superviaors referred McDou­ 
gall’s letter to the DA. for an 
answer, although Mrs. McDougall 
listened to the discussion. She 
spoke only briefly in connection 
with the Homestead episode. 


Five Firms Interested 
In Huge Development 


Plans to build a 25-million*dollar 90-acre industrial sub­ 
division north of Hamilton Air Force Base were announced 
jointly this morning by Fred Babo, real estate agent and Car­ 
roll Snyker, manager of Marin Development Foundation, 
Discounting legal snags and extreme bad weather, Babo 
said a plant should be operating by spring on the site, just east 
across Highway 101 from Ignacio on the Manuel T. Pimentel 
ranch. 
Development of the land is to begin as soon as approval 
of the plans is gained from Marin County Planning Commis­ 
sion and Marin Board of Supervisors, and when the land is 
dry enough to be worked. 
The planning commission has set Monday for a public 
hearing on a request for hea\7 industrial zoning on the prop­ 
erty. It is now zoned for agriculture.

In an earlier session today, the 
four failed to agree on any speci­ 
fic steps for Improving East-West 
relations by relaxing restrictions 
on travel, trade or the exchange 
of ideas.

Better Weather 
Aids Hunt For 


Missing Jet 
As storm clouds floated away 
this morning, the 41st Air Rescue 
Squadron at Hamilton Air FOrce 
Base mobilized between 60 and 
75 military and civilian aircraft 
to search for an Air Force plane 
which vanished while attempting 
to land at Sacramento’s McClel­ 
lan Air Force Base Sunday. 
Improved weather conditions 
give the first good chance search­ 
ers have had to comb the ground 
for signs of the missing T33 jet 
trainer. 
The pilot and only occupant is 
Capt. David H. Henderson of Craig 
Air Force Base, Selma, Ala., whose 
last communication with ground 
engineers came as he prepared to 
land at McClellan during a heavy 
rain. The Air National Guard in­ 
structor was en route from Van 
Nuys. 
The locally based 41st Air Res­ 
cue Squadron has three CA16 Al­ 
batross amphlbiana and one C47 
search plane in the air, looking 
for the jet, and its officers are 
coordinating operations of Air 
Force, Navy, Coast Guard, CivU 
Air Patrol and Air National Guard 
planes. 
Bossing the huge operation from 
McClellan is Capt. Wesley O. Bi- 
slg of Novato, mission command­ 
er. At Sacramento Municipal Air­ 
port, directing CAP planes, is 
Capt. Harry R. Robison of Novato. 
Maj. Orville D. Beardsley of Ra­ 
phael Village and Capt. William 
M. Knowlton of San Rafael are 
controlling aircraft out of Ham­ 
ilton. 
The search will be conducted 
over an area stretching from 
Fresno north to Red Bluff, Includ­ 
ing Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys. If weather conditions are 
favorable, planes wül range east­ 
ward to the Sierra Nevada.

Major newspapers went 
to press as usual. 
Spokesmen for the anti-Peron- 
Ista “Free Workers” made repeated 


speeches exhorting workers to Ig­ 
nore the strike 'Call. These leaders 
claimed that pro-Peron labor of­ 
ficials were not representative of 
labor’s true interests and had 
called the strike to keep in power. 
The overthrow of the Juan Peron 
dictatorship Sept. 19 resulted in 
many anti-Peronista leaders seiz­ 
ing control of unions. The CGT 
leadership has been demanding 
tliat the government d,ispl»ce the 
“usurpers.” 
CGT’s unsigned strike call gave 
a long list of complaints, begln- 
ring with government “Interven­ 
tion” Sunday night :ln setelng con­ 
trol of El Llder, fiery labor-run 
newspaper. 
The walkout was interrupted 
mainly as a test of power between 
old-line Peronista la.'bor' leaders 
and the new government. If the 
Peronistas lose this test, their re- 
surging enemies in the big labor 
confederation, which claimed six 
million members d'tiring the Peron 
regime, 
probably 
will 
smother 
them. 
But if CGT can bend the gov­ 
ernment to Its will, it could be a 
grave blow to' Arambiim's pres­ 
tige. 


TO.KYO (A*)—Japan’s tTO con­ 
servative parties merged today 
into the Liberal-Democratic party, 
with an absolute majorfity in the 
Diet (Parliament), 
The new party, favoring the 
West and free enterpr:ise, is the 
first single 
Tory party 
since 
Japan’s Parliament was establish­ 
ed 65 years ago. 
It was formed of all but three 
former members 'Of 'the conserva­ 
tive Liberal and Democratic parties 
in a speedy Joint session. It has 
300 of the 467 seats in the power­ 
ful lower house of the Diet—64 per 
cent 
The Socialists, who merged into 
a single opposition group last 
month, hold 154 seats—31 per cent. 
Sponsors of the new party said 
they hO'ped, to give the nation 
stable, a n 11 - Commimlst govern­ 
ment for at least two years before 
calling for new elections. 
Japan has had three national 
elections in the past three years. 
Socialist leaders Immedi a te 1 y 
called for new nationwide ballot­ 
ing. 
The new party wül be headed 
by a four-man ruling committee, 
with actual leadership assumed 
jointly by Prime Minister Ichiro 
Hatoyama of the Democrats and 
former Liberal President Taketo- 
ra Ogata. 
Hatoya'ma is slated to resign 
Monday and be renamed as prime 
minister Tuesday, w’hen Parlia­ 
ment reopens. He will name a cab­ 


inet from both former parties. 
'Ogata is tenta'tively scheduled 'to 
take over as prime minteter next 
April when Hatoyama, 72 and ail­ 
ing, steps down. 
A total of 184 Democrats, 115 
Liberate a'nd 1 Independent Jolne'd 
the merger. Former Prime Minis­ 
ter Shlgeni Yoshlda, a Liberal, 
and one of his closest political 
friends were the only ones In 
either par'iy wh;0 stay'Cd out. 
The platform of the new party 
calls for strong opposition to com­ 
munism and soclaltet-type forces 
and preservation of “democracy, 
human rights a'nd world peace.”

Single Salk Shot Cut Polio 
Rate Up To 80 Per Cent

KANSAS CITY (JP) — Even a 
single shot of Salk polio vaccine 
sliced paralytic polio this year 50 
to 80 per cent, an official prefim- 
Inary igov'c.mm,ent .report declared 
today. 
The report was called “awfully 
good news. The vaccine works.” 
It comes from a special Public 
Health Service surveillance unit 
summarizing 
a'U 
the de'tective 
work to learn what actually hap­ 
pened to children who had one or 
more polio shots, compared with 
those who had none. 
Children taking the prescribed 
second and third shots should get 
even better protection, said Dr. 
Alexander D. Langmuir, 
of the 
health 
service’s 
Communicable 
Disease 'Center (CDC), W'Mch, re­ 
ported th© study. 
Since the middle of May, there 
has been no evidence that any vac­ 


cine In usC' WM not .safe, the .re­ 
port 
said. 
Government 
safety 
standards on production of vac­ 
cine were revised and tightened 
early that month. 
'' ,Som.e pol,io experts say the re­ 
sults are so good that all avail­ 
able vaccine might best be used 
to give single shots immediately 
to as many children as possible, 
rather than giving a series of 
three .sho'ts to a smaller :num.'ber 
of children. 
Roughly 25 million doses of vac­ 
cine have been approved and re­ 
leased by the Public Health Serv­ 
ice f'Or 'Use.

Who Worries About Leaky 
Roof When There's No Rain? 


T he Ross Town Council, which most of 
the time goes about its business so quietly 
that its existence is* hardly noticed, has come 
up with a good suggestion. 
• The councilmen want to interest other 
incorporated cities in the Ross Valley to 
cooperate in forming a flood control district. 
Many*parts of Marin County are in need 
of flood protection measures. We know it is 
hard to get worked up about this need on 
the heels of the wonderful Indian Summer 
weather that we have lately enjoyed. Also, 
last winter was not a particularly wet one. 
We were below average in the number of 
homes, flooded out in Marin. 
It may even be that we’íl have another 
winter of light to medium rainfall. 
* In a way, this Indian Summer and “d r\” 
winter situation is not good. It tends to post­ 
pone the day when people get aroused to 
the need for flood control efforts. 
But worse winters are ahead, if not this 
year, then next. 
'WeTi have more homes flooded out than 
ever. More people will be unable to tra­ 
verse the high water to get to work, or to 
get home. 
More doctors ivill be unable to respond to 
emergency calls. 
And so on. 
But, as the old saying goes, when it isn’t 
raining the roof isn’t leaking, and it's hard 
to get enthusiastic about the task of repair­ 
ing it. 
But the job remains to be done and we 


should get on with it. That is w*hy we are 
glad to see the Ross Town Council show­ 
ing some concern. 
W^e hope when the Ross request for assis­ 
tance reaches the County Board of Super­ 
visors that—instead of a lecture on how the 
board has alw^ap tried to be helpful—w*e will 
get prompt and positive action. 
Flood problems are communitywide prob­ 
lems as the recent floods along the eastern 
seaboard have demonstrated once more. 
A person can be a loser in a flooded com­ 
munity even though his ow*n property 
escaped undamaged. 
He may suffer through loss of communi­ 
cations or because the streets are impassible 
—as occasionally happens w*ith Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard, let us not forget. 
Even if he did not, flood damage is a 
community loss. Every individual in the 
community shares in the loss. 
Floor protection work, on the other hand, 
is a community investment. Everybody shares 
in the value of the community improve­ 
ment. 
We have little patience with the fellow 
on the high hill who fights any flood control 
measure that might cost him a few dollars 
on the grounds that it doesn’t do him any 
good, his place isn’t affected by floods. 
His is a narrow* and uninformed vicw*- 
point. 
W’e hope our public officials arc not 
influenced by it. 


Overseas Yule Deadline 


If you intend to send Christmas gifts to 
relatives or friends in the Armed Forces ov­ 
erseas you’d better put on your Santa Claus 
suit in a hurrv'. Packages not sent by No­ 
vember 15 may not get there by December 
25. And there’s nothing worse than Christ­ 
mas in a strange land without something 
from home. 
The Post Office will supply you with all 
necessary information about the regulations 
on how packages must be wrapped, what 
the limits of size and weight are and other

THERE WAS LITTLE IF any 
knowledge 
of

change in the 1953 measure until 
inquiry was made a t the retire­ 
ment board concerning the rights 
of former governor Earl W arren 
to retirement. These inquiries 
were met by Chapman with the 
statem ent th at such information 
was considered confidential, as 
is all information pertaining to 
state employees. 


Consequently, anyone with sus­ 
picions th at a retired employee 
on disability retirem ent is beat­ 
ing the law, can find out about 
his suspicions only through the 
ponderous process of making in­ 
quiry of the State Department of 
Finance, which if it should so 
choose, would audit the account 
of the employee, and report back 
to the inquirer.

MIDDLE EAST TENSION 
Analyst Explains 
How Russ Entered 
Egypt Affairs

ONLY ABOUT THREE months 
ago, Western diplomats were ex­ 
pressing cautious hope for pros­ 
pects of stability in the Middle 
East. 
But on July 23, an important 
guest arrived in Cairo to help 
celebrate 
an 
anniversary 
of 
Egypt’s antl-Farouk revolution. 
Shortly thereafter this guest 
had long conferences with the 
youthful premier, Gamel Abdel 
Nasser, and other leaders of 
Egypt’s Revolution Council. 
Prom that point on, the Mid­ 
dle East situation grew steadily 
more dangerous. 
The guest was Dmitri Trofimo­ 
vich Shepilov, named just a week 
before his Ciaro visit as a sec­ 
retary of the Soviet Communist 
party’s ruling Central Commit­ 
tee. He was once editor of Prav- 
da and is regarded as a likely 
future foreign minister. 


THIS 
SAME 
SHEPILOV, 
a 
couple 
of 
months 
previously, 
vowed in a speech that if it 
should be attacked the Soviet 
Union “with its trusty allies in 
the 
democratic 
and 
colonial 
world will deal a shattering blow 
which will leave the capitalist 
world in ruins.” 
In Red jargon, “democratic” 
means Communist. As for the 
“colonial" world, Egypt and other 
Arab nations are considered part 
of it; Soviet reasoning lumps any 
backward or dependent country 
into the category. It became 
Shepilov’s Job to try to nail down 
some 
“trusty 
allies” 
in 
that 
world. 
Egypt was a 
good starting 
point. For the first time the 
country, having thrown out the 
Europeanized hangers-on of the 
Farouk regime, was in the hands 
of men who might rightly be 
called sons of the soil. The revo­ 
lutionary rulers were young, am ­ 
bitious, unskilled in government 
and foreign affairs, jealous of 
their independence and eager to 
make Egypt the leader of the 
Arab world if not the whole 
world of Islam. 


THIS GO'VERNMENT showed 
great promise. Its leaders were 
military men, but men who had 
experienced the war in Israel and 
respected 
the 
Israeli 
military 
punch. But the government was 
beset with all sorts of internal 
problems in a poverty-stricken 
and extremely nationalistic coun­ 
try. 
The defeat of the Arab world 
at the hands of Israel still sm art­ 
ed. The chance to join the Su­ 
dan to Egypt in a lasting union 
th at might guarantee Eg:?pt’s in­ 
terests in the Nile waters for a 
long time to come was fading 
rapidly. The Sudanese seemed to 
prefer the prospect of total inde- 
pendence. 
Sudden Israeli raids along the 
Gaza strip punishing Egyptian 
troops, as if to administer a les­ 
son to them, and the new revo­ 
lutionary government was threat­ 
ened with a costly loss of face. 
Cairo apparently had ambitions 
to extend its influence Westward 
through Arab Africa, but the 
tools were inadequate. Hatred of 
Zionism was not so deep to the 
West and the only cementing 
force was the word “liberation.” 
Cairo propaganda pumped the 


idea 
constantly 
Into 
Prendí 
North Africa. 


THEN BY A single stroke the 
Russians, after Shepilov’s visit, 
injected an entirely new factor 
into the situation. Egypt could 
have arms in quantity from the 
Communist 
bloc 
nations—200 
MIG Soviet fighters, 100 Russian 
tanks, a half dozen submarines, 
quantities of artillery and other 
arms—all at fantastically cutrato 
prices. Whether this equipment 
was castoff and obsolete from 
European 
standpoints 
hardly 
mattered. It could tip the bal­ 
ance in the Middle East. 
More than that, there was a 
promises of Communist arms for 
other states thirsting fir revenge 
on Israel. There would remain 
only the problem of training Ar­ 
abs to use modem arms. Red bloo 
techinicians are doing th at now. 
Young Premier Nasser, many 
Western observers speculate, does 
not fully realize the consequences 
of the Communist deal. By .Arab 
lights this is not a swing to the 
left, but a swing to “independ­ 
ence,” an idea Soviet propaganda 
keeps to the forefront. The Com­ 
munist arms deal is popular in 
Egypt and other Arab countries. 
MORE AND MORE Egypt’s 
leaders fall into the Communist 
propaganda pattern, even though 
they speak of wariness of world. 
Communist aims. In attempting 
to play one great power bloo 
against the other, the inexperi­ 
enced Egyptian regime is playing 
with fire. Though Arab lands jail 
their own Communists and out­ 
law the Communist party, the 
Arabs cheer the purchase of Red 
arms and apparently feel they 
can hold their own against Red 
infiltration and domination. Nas­ 
ser appears to think along thesa 
lines. 
Lionized early this year a t ths 
Asian-African meeting in Indo­ 
nesia, Nasser brought back with 
him a conviction that the West 
stood only for colonialism and 
imperialism 
and 
against self- 
determination. The Arab world 
still had to be “liberated.’' 
Nasser outlined an ambltioiw 
program. Among his goals was 
the foundation, in his own words, 
of “the nucleus of a heavy war 
■ industry” along with a “revolu­ 
tion of production” to maks 
Egypt the superior of Israel. 


“WE BELIEVE,” said Nasser' to 
what must have been the satis­ 
faction of Moscow, “there can bs 
no freedom of dignity under the 
shadow 
of imperialism. I t is 
therefore inevitable for us to 
fight imperialism.” 
The Asian-Arab bloc in the In ­ 
donesia meeting, said Nasser, was 
“free of imperialist purposes.” 
Therefore Egypt would cooperate 
with th at bloc. 
By 
implication, 
Imperialism 
was identified with the West, and 
West—particularly 
the 
United 
States—with Israel, which Nas­ 
ser has pledged to wipe off the 
map. 
As m atters stand Western ob­ 
servers believe Israel could stand 
off her Arab neighbors again, and 
in a show'down war actually drive 
them back and gain territory. 
But if the Arab .nations, get m.O'd- 
em equipment and have the 
traine'^ personnel to use it, a 
war might be a different story. 
And such a war could well 
burst beyond the confines of the 
Arab Middle Easw

Mrs. Daisie E. King, 
54, to coUect her $37,500 air flight 
insurance.

U.S. Peacetime's Biggest 


Wor (Sames Under Way 


FT. POLK, La. (;P>—Zero hour 
came today in the United States’ 
biggest peacetime military maneu­ 
vers—a war game with a pattern 
strikingly similar to what could 
happen if Reds break the Korean 
truce or choose aggression else­ 
where. 
Generals disclaimed intention to 
shape the tactics and theoretical 
situation in Exercise Sagebrush to 
any existing condition. 
But as 140,000 men and 1,200 
warplanes pt^sed for the beginning 
of an "aggressor” offensive, the 
picture had a grim similarity to 
that in the Par East. 
And there appeared also to be 
this forwarning to real aggressors: 
the emphasis this time was on 
atomic weapons for both air and 
ground forces. 
The script which set the situa­ 
tion for the huge war game over 
seven million acres of western 
Louisiana plains'was this: 
A truce between aggressor and 
United States forces had been in 
existence. Standing between the 
twro forces was a demilitarized 
zone. To this point, only the 38th 
Parallel seemed to be lacking to 
make the picture match Korea. 


The aggressor broke the truce 
and attacked United States forces 
across the demilitarized zone. 


This mock war is tactical in 
nature, 
involving 
no 
strategic 
bombing missions deep into a 
sanctuary land. That too was like 
Korea.

Prohibitionists Appeal 


For Aid In Staying Alive 


SACRAMENTO (iP) ~ California 
Prohibitionists said today now’s 
the time to come to the aid of 
their party. 
The slate’s only minority party 
called upon “Good Samaritans” 
among Republican, D e m o c r a t i c 
and independent voters for help 
in Its latest crisis. 
Rev. Earl H. Haydock of Los 
Angeles, in a statewide appeal, 
asked voters to switch their reg­ 
istration to Prohibitiontst so the 
temperance party can stay on the 
ballot 
He estimated the Prohibitionists 
need at least 1,200 new recruits to 
meet the requirements of the state 
election 
code. 
Enough 
voters 
rallied to the party’s cause two 
years ago when it faced, extinction. 
The party in 1954 managed to 
poll more than the required 3 per 
cent of the last previous vote for 
governor to remain qualified. But 
another section of the law dis­ 
qualifies a political party if Its 
registration falls below 1-10 of 1 
per cent of the state total. 
The latest count gave the Prohi­ 
bitionists only 5,631 of the state­ 
wide registration of 5,800,000. Party 
leaders figure the 1,200 switches 
wUl put them over lor the 1956 
election. 
The Prohibitionists, In their ap­ 
peal, contended their party has a 


long record of "leaderahip toward 
true American liberalism.” They 
denied It Is a "one-plank party* 
with liquor as its sole issue. 


The Prohibitionists are ahead of 
the majmr parties on one respect. 
They’ve held their national con­ 
vention already. 


Dr. Enoch A. Holtwick of Green- 
ville, m., a retired history pro­ 
fessor, was nominated for presi­ 
dent.

Patterson Sings Swan Song 
To Tune Of 19-7 Victory 
We took in the big championship game between Santa Rosa 
and Vallejo last Saturday night at Santa Rosa and watched 
Rapid Robert Patterson sing his swan song as Vallejo coach 
to the tune of 19-7 over Santa Rosa. 
Just before the game Patterson 
announced his resignation as the 
Apache grid boss, so his boys hed 
the Incentive to go out there in 
the fourth period and score 13 
point to overcome the stubborn 
Panthers, 19-7. 
A splendid sprinter named Char­ 
les Fuller ripped off a 64-yard TD 
gallop in the fourth stanza to 
erase a Santa Ro>sa lead of 7-6 
and a 45-yard return of a re­ 
covered fumble by big Jack Owens 
Insured a successful ta-ta to high 
school grid coaching for Patter­ 
son. Fuller, incidentally gave the 
Apaches a 6-0 second quarter lead 
on a 25-yard run but Santa Rosa, 
sparked by Dolph Camilli’s hard 
running, came back to take a 7-6 
lead in the third stanza when 
Gary Stone sneaked over from the 
one and Camilli polished it off 
with a perfect conversion boot. 
While at Vallejo, Patterson 
established a tremendous record 
of 79 victories, 18 losses and five 
stand-offs. He won six of 19 
NBL championships. At 48, he 
said he was *‘just tired of the 
grind. Too many hours required 
in coaching football.” 
He will remain a.s the Apache 
baseball coach and athletic in­ 
structor, a job he’s held for 21 
years. 
Patterson, a grad of Vallejo 
High, was a member of the 1926 
Apache powerhouse that ran over 
Coach Vic Jones’ San Rafael Bull­ 
dogs, 96-6. San Rafael had to quit 
midway through the fourth quar­ 
ter when injuries riddled the Bull­ 
dogs down to only 10 men. Patter­ 
son later played for St. Mary’s 


(1927-30) 
and set a Little-Big 
Game record of returning an in­ 
tercepted pass 97 yards against 
Santa Clara in 1930. 
Getting back to Saturday night’s 
game, the stadium looked like a 
Policeman’s Ball. Big Dutch Flohr, 
the Santa Rosa police chief, had 
40 men on duty to prevent “inci­ 
dents” which have marred the 
Vallejo-Santa Rosa rivalry in the 
past.

For $10,000 


NEW YORK (U.R) — The Wash­ 
ington Senators gave up their best 
player when they Included Mickey 
Vernon in the recent nine-player 
deal with the Boston Red Sox, but 
can replace him for a mere $10,000 
on Nov. 28 when they make first 
pick in the annual baseball draft. 
Manager 
Charley

warned not to forget “we .have 
first pick in the draft” when the 
deal was announced and it’s dol­ 
lars to doughnuts ’ he meant the 
Senators will attempt to make up 
for the loss of Vernon by drafting 
Glenn (Rocky) Nelson from the 
Montreal Royals. 
Nelson, who failed in previous 
trials with the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Brooklyn Dodgers and Cleveland 
Indians, had a spectacular season 
m the Intemational League this 
year. He topped the circuit with 
a .364 average, hit 37 homers and 
knocked in 129 runs in 153 games, 
and was voted the league’s “Most 
Valuable Player.” 
In any event, such intriguing 
possibilities will make Columbus, 
Ohio, the center of the baseball 
world’s attention when all 16 ma­ 
jor league clubs “go bargain hunt­ 
ing” in two weeks. 
Former major leaguers released 
out-right to the minors and play­ 
ers who have been in triple and 
double A classifications four years 
without receiving a big league trial 
are eligible to be drafted—and this 
year the list includes an unusually 
large number of wellknown names. 
They include such former major 
league stars as outfielder Monte 
Irvin, slugger Luke Easter and 
pitcher Gene Bearden. 
Pacific Coast League players can 
be drafted for $15,000. triple A 
players for $10.000. double A play­ 
ers for $7,500 and so on down to 
$2,000 for a class D player. It’s 
rare when a big league club dips 
below the triple A leagues for a 
player. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates have sec­ 
ond choice in this year’s draft by 
virtue of their eighth-place finish 
in the National League and then 
the Baltimore Orioles are next in 
line. 
The selection continues with the 
world champion Dodgers having 
the 16th choice, whereupon the 
process is repeated, beginning with 
the Senators’ second choice. 
Some of the choices could be 
mighty ironical. The Pirates, for 
example, could obtain a fellow 
named Paul Pettit for $15,000 while 
the Cleveland Indians could ac­ 
quire a chap named Billy Joe Da­ 
vidson for $10.000. 
Both teams shelled out $100,000 
in bonus money a few years back 
to take a first look at the pair.

Hunters Wait Start 
Of Pheasant Season 


Over 100,000 pheasant hunters 
will take to the field next Satur­ 
day, Nov. 19, 
Hundreds of hunters »from Marin 
will open the season in the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys. 
Recent rains will improve the 
hunting—that is providing the rain 
holds off for at least two^ days 
before the season opens. 
Although the overall pheasant 
population in the Valleys appears 
to be about the same as last year 
or slightly lower, there are some 
areas with a definite decrease, the 
Department of Fish and Game re­ 
ported 
Open season on the ring-necks 
opens this year Nov. 19 for a 16- 
day run embracing three weekends. 
Although the season Is longer 
than last year, the seasonal bag 


of ten remains the same. One hen 
pheasant may be Included in the 
seasonal bag. Daily bag remains at 
two birds. 
In southern counties, including 
Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, 
San B.er,nardlno, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Angeles., Orange, Riv­ 
erside, San, Diego and I.mperla:i, 
the seasonal limit is ten birds of 
either sex. 
In the above counties, shooting 
hours arc fron^ one-half hour be­ 
fore sunrise to one-half hour af­ 
ter sunset. In all other counties 
legal pheasant shooting hours are 
8 a m. to 4:30 pm. 
The Department warned that if 
a hen is taken in thé northern 
area, it must be tagged with the 
green tag provided. If the season­ 
al bag cons,lsts entirely of cocks. 


the green tag may be used for a 
male, but in no case can the red 
tags be used for hens. 
In the southern counties, all of 
the tags may be used for cither 
hens or cocks. 
Each, tag ,m,us.t be signed by the 
hunter, the date of kill punched, 
and attached imm,ediately to 'th,e 
bird after the kül. 
There are many privately owned 
cooperative pheasant areas and the 
usual charge is $7.50 to $10 per 
season per hunter. 
The state has provided 30 co­ 
operative pheasant hunting areas. 
Consult your sports store for this 
information, or contact the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game. 
Plan to go pheasant hunting— 
it’s one of the finest sports^ and, 
wi,ll provide ,a real good, outing.

Several Amendments 


Go In Effect Jan. 1 


Several amendments to the con- 
st,itu,tion and by laws of the Marin 
Rod and Gun Club will go Into 
effect on January 1st,, 1956.

The bag and possession limit of 
geese remains at six, with no more 
than three of the dark species to 
be Included in, the bag. 
Due to the untimely hot weather 
the h'un,ting in the bay ,are'a ,h,.as 
been very spotty, and hunters have 
really had to work to get their 
limits. 
The second half promises to be 
much better as the cold weather 
and the promise of rain very soon 
seems to indicate. This wiU start 
the flight of ducks southward and 
should bring excellent hunting to 
every sportsman. Remember you 
need a state hunting license to 
hunt duc'ks.,,, also a federal sta,m,p. 
BlS'Ck Sea Brant seasO'n '0''pe'ns 
also on December 10th to Febru­ 
ary 10th. The bag limit on these 
birds Is three and three only in 
possession. Many fine limits of Sea 
brant are taken at Drakes Bay to 
Marin County each season.

Thousands of silver side salmon 
have been waiting to the ocean 
outside the river mouths along our 
coast for the winter rains.

Heavy rains should bring a good 
run of steelhead in practically 
every coastal stream. Limit .is. three 
fish, per 'day. 
Steelhead .m.ay 'be taken with 
hardware—che.rry 'bobber, flat fish 
spoons, or flies to certe.in .areas. 
Bait dunkers use the “strawber­ 
ries’* or salmon roe as a lure. 
Several silverside salmon have 
been taken near the mouth to Tó­ 
males bay this past week, accord­ 
ing to reports.

or spectators in 
the 
three projects 
last year, 
Mrs. 
Schultz said. Some 60 to 70 youths 
participated in 
the Youth 
and 
Junior orchestras each of which 
appeared to, con'oe'rt during the 
year. In addition, the Music For 
Minors series—gave three pro­ 
grams of two performances each 
to six full 
houses in the 
Lark 
Theater, Larkspur. It had been 
planned to move the series to San 
Rafael High 
School auditorium 
this year so that even more child­ 
ren could enjoy them. 
However, 
because 
individual 
memberships in the Guild reached 
only about a third of their quota, 
and because the business interests 
in the county have not been forth­ 
coming with financial aid, all of 
the programs may be discontinued, 
Mrs. Scultz said.

possession and use of the ease­ 
ment by the district. The judge 
also set the amount of deposit to 
be put up by the district pending 
court settlement of fair price of 
the land to be condemned. 
The district is to put up a de- 
pOTit of $260.81 for land owned by 
Henry and Virginia Scettrini, $20 
for land owned by Bessie E. and 
Claude G. Bessellciu, and $15 for

Theresa Villa. 
'The sani'tary district asked the 
county to grant the casement, but 
the county is still negotiating with 
Scettrini for the land and felt It 
could grant no* such easement.

ÁACS Units Celebrate 


17 Years With Air Force 


Fanfare and birthday cake are 
missing today from an important 
birthday celebration at Hamilton 
Air Force Base. 
It’s the 17th birthday of the 
Alr'ways and Air 'Comm,unications 
Service which is represented local- 
hcadquarters here: 
the 
1850th 
AACS Group, writh western states 
headquarters here; 
the 
1950th 
AACS Flight, the 1902nd AACS 
Squadron plus an installation and 
maintenance detachment. 
'The service’s national comman­ 
der outlined the importance of 
the AACS to the Air Force and 
all air safety in this way: 
“An Air Force without flight 
facilities, navigation aids and tele­ 
communications (the services pro­ 
vided by the AACS) would be like 
a large city trying to control traf- 
fice without stop signs, road maps, 
police officers or even roads.” 
One of the best examples of 
AACS work occurred during the 
hlstory-'making Berlin airlift, 'the 
cold war's most crucial maneuver. 
When Soviet forces cut off all rail 
and highway sources of supply to 
West Berlin, food, and other es­ 
sential materials were shipped in 
by air, 
creating 
a 
tremendous 
amount of airborne traffic. The 
AACS stepped into the picture to 
regulate the traffic so well that 
planes were permitted to land at 
three-minute' Inte'TV'als at 'T'empcl- 
hof Airdrome in Berlin for months 
on end, regardless of weather con­ 
ditions. 


This experience enabled AACS 
to fulfill an even larger commit­ 
ment to support later on as United 
Nations forces fought in Korea. 


'The four AACS units headquart­ 
ered loctlly perform the follow­ 
ing missions: 
The 1801st AACS 
group, under the command of Col. 
E. L. Wood, bosses AACS activities 
for the Western Air Defense Po'Fce: 
the 1850th AACS Hights checks Air 
F o r c e 
navigational 
aids; 
the 
1902nd AACS squadron 
operates 
navigational facilities at Hamilton 
Air Force Base, providing weather 
and flight information, and de­ 
tachment 1 of the 1881st AACS 
installation 
a n d 
maintenance 
squadron does the work its desig­ 
nation 
specifies — installs 
and 
maintains its complicated equip­ 
ment that includes radio and tele­ 
type circuits and electronics sys­ 
tems.

Back Own Bonds 
Should Golden Gate Bridge and 
Highway District purchase back 
its bonds on the open market when 
they are put up for sale, rather 
than waiting to retire them as they 
fall due?

Rodney G. Sheran, whose con­ 
viction of second degree m urder 
was reduced to m anslaughter yes­ 
terday, said this m orning he is 
naturally pleased w ith the outcome 
and feels the judge has been fair 
and just throughout. 
His attorney, Thom as Schaal, 
also smiled his satisfaction. “I be­ 
lieve it to be a fair and just re­ 
sult,” said Schaal. 
Prosecutor Roger G arety took 
im mediate steps to counter the re­ 
duced verdict by filing an appeal 
with the D istrict Court of Appeals 
in San Francisco. He is appealing 
to the higher court to restore the 
original verdict of second degree 
m urder which a jury handed down 
last Oct. 17. 


PRISON TERM 
This verdict carried a prison 
term of five years to life. M an­ 
slaughter carries a m aximum pen­ 
alty of 10 years in prison. 
Judge Carlos R. Freitas, in re­ 
ducing the degree of guilt, said 
“I have reasonable doubt as to 
w hether or not there was any 
malice in this case.” The judge 
said th a t in his opinion malice has 
not been proved beyond a reason 
able doubt and to a m oral cer­ 
tainty. 
The Superior Court jury found 
Sheran guilty of second degree 
m urder of his wife, Esme, 42, on 
a fire trail above Fairfax last May 
25. 
A ssistant 
D istrict 
Attorney 
G arety, who won the m urder ver­ 
dict on circum stantial evidence 
says he feels the evidence fully 
justified the verdict. 


W ILL APPEAL 
“I feel there was an abundance 
of evidence to support a second 
degree m urder verdict, and the 
people will appeal the action of 
the court,” he said. 
The appeal is expected to be 
acted on by the appellate court 
w ithin the next several m onths. 
M arin’s district attorney will work 
together w ith the state attorney 
general’s office in filing briefs to 
support the contention th a t the 
verdict should be second degree 
m urder, not m anslaughter. 
Sheran m eanwhile is still con­ 
fined to his cell in the county jail, 
aw aiting an order of com m itm ent 
signed by the judge before he is 
sent to San Q uentin Prison. In ­ 
terviewed in his cell this morning, 
Sheran sat on his bunk in a re­ 
flective mood. “I still can’t con­ 
ceive of the idea th a t my wife 
is gone.” 
He said he was hoping 
for 
acquital, but does not feel bitter 
about having to accept a prison 
term for m anslaughter. 
“I ’ll just have to accept,” he 


said. “I just can’t get over the 
idea . . . someone says come with 
me, and I ’ll just have to serve my 
time.” 
Sheran, 36-year-old Greenbrae 
excavating contractor, says he has 
no plans after he ise released from 
prison. “I t all depends on how 
m any years I ’ll have to spend.”

F irst degree m urder in Colorado 
is punishable by death in the gas 
chamber.

25 sticks of dynam ite which blew 
up the airliner near Longmont, 
Colo., II m inutes after it left 
Denver.

Tobin, Teamsters Union Chief

Aids Hunt For

As storm clouds floated

this morning, the 41st Air Rescue 
Squadron at Hamilton Air Force 
Base mobilized between 60 and 
75 military and civilian aircraft 
to search for an Air Force plane 
which vanished while attempting 
to land at Sacramento’s McClel­ 
lan Air Force Base Sunday. 
Improved

conditions 
give the first good chance search­ 
ers have had to comb the ground 
for signs of the missing T33 jet 
trainer. 
The pilot and only occupant Is 
Capt. David H. Henderson of Craig 
Air Force Base, Selma, Ala., whose 
last communication with ground 
engineers came as he prepared to 
land at McClellan during a heavy 
rain. The Air National Guard in­ 
structor was en route from Van 
Nuys. 
The locally based 41st Air Res­ 
cue Squadron has three CA16 Al­ 
batross amphibians and one C47 
search plane in the air, looking 
for the jet, and its officers are

cine In use was not safe, the re­ 
port 
said. 
Government 
safety 
standards on production of vac­ 
cine were revised and tightened 
early that month. 
' Some polio experts say the re­ 
sults are so good that all avail­ 
able vaccine might best be used 
to give single shots immediately 
to as many children as possible, 
rather than giving a series of 
three shots to a smaller number 
of children. 
Roughly 25 million doses of vac­ 
cine have been approved and re­ 
leased by the Public Health Serv­ 
ice for use.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Who Worries About Leaky 
Roof When There's No Rain? 


T he Ross Town Council, which most of 
the time goes about its business so quietly 
that its existence is hardly noticed, has come 
up with a good suggestion. 
• The council men want to interest other 
incorporated cities in the Ross Valley to 
cooperate in forming a flood control district. 
Manv'parts of Marin County are in need 
of flood protection measures. We know it is 
hard to get worked up about this need Qn 
the heels of the wonderful Indian Summer 
weather that we have lately enjoyed. Also, 
last winter was not a particularly wet one. 
We were below average in the number of 
homes, flooded out in Marin. 
It may even be that we’ll have another 
winter of light to medium rainfall. 
In a way, this Indian Summer and “dry” 
winter situation is not good. It tends to post­ 
pone the day when people get aroused to 
the need for flood control efforts. 
But worse w inters are ahead, if not this 
year, then next. 
W e’ll have more homes flooded out than 
ever. More people will be unable to tra­ 
verse the high water to get to work, or to 
get home. 
More doctors will be unable to respond to 
emergency calls. 
And so on. 
But, as the old saying goes, when it isn’t 
raining the roof isn’t leaking, and it’s hard 
to get enthusiastic about the task of repair- 
ing it. 
But the job remains to be done and we 


should get on with it. That is why we are 
glad to see the Ross Town Council show­ 
ing some concern. 


We hope when the Ross request for assis­ 
tance reaches the County Board of Super­ 
visors that—instead of a lecture on how the 
board has always tried to be helpful—we will 
get prompt and positive action.

SET A CLOCK th a t will waken 
him with soft chimes at any hour 
he chooses. 
Protect him or any other guest 
against fire. An autom atic alarm 
will detect and signal the loca­ 
tion of a fire anywhere in the 
hotel. 
These pushbutton servants on 
a bedside console are just a few 
of the revolutionary gimmicks 
designed 
by

Another time-saving idea was 
an electronic brain device called 
the computer center-registration 
desk.”

of the employee, and report back 
to the inquirer. However, there is 
no compulsion on the p art of the 
D epartm ent of Finance to give 
out the inform ation, unless it so 
chooses. 


Senator 
Miller 
said 
there 
seems to be a “complete black­ 
out” of information from the 
retirem ent board, and declared 
th at there seems to be no p ar­ 
ticular reason why a citizen 
who is paying at least a part of 
the bill for the employee re­ 
tirement, should not be en­ 
titled to know how much a re­ 
tired employee receives. Such 
information, 
Miller 
believes, 
would not be an invasion of 
privacy.

ONLY ABOUT THREE m onths 
ago, W estern diplomats were ex­ 
pressing cautious hope for pros­ 
pects of stability in the Middle 
East. 
But on July 23, an im portant 
guest arrived in Cairo to help 
celebrate

of 
Egypt’s anti-Farouk revolution. 
Shortly thereafter this guest 
had long conferences with the 
youthful premier, Gamel Abdel 
Nasser, 
and 
other 
leaders 
of 
Egypt’s Revolution Council. 
From th a t point on, the M id­ 
dle East situation grew steadily 
more dangerous. 
The guest was D m itri Trofimo­ 
vich Shepilov, nam ed just a week 
before his Ciaro visit as a sec­ 
retary of the Soviet Communist 
party’s ruling Central Commit­ 
tee. He was once editor of Prav- 
da and is regarded as a likely 
future foreign m inister. 


THIS 
SAME 
SHEPILOV, 
a 
couple 
of 
m onths 
previously, 
vowed in a speech th a t if it 
should be attacked the Soviet 
Union “with its trusty allies in 
the 
democratic 
and 
colonial 
world will deal a shattering blow 
which will leave the capitalist 
world in ruins.” 
In Red jargon, “democratic” 
m eans Communist. As for the 
“colonial” world, Egypt and other 
Arab nations are considered part 
of it; Soviet reasoning lumps any

THIS GOVERNMENT showed 
great promise. Its leaders were 
m ilitary men, but men who had 
experienced the war in Israel and 
respected 
the

punch. B ut the government was 
beset with all sorts of internal 
problems in a poverty-stricken 
and extremely nationalistic coun­ 
try. 
The defeat of the Arab world 
at the hands of Israel still sm art­ 
ed. The chance to join the Su­ 
dan to Egypt in a lasting union 
th a t m ight guarantee Egypt’s in ­ 
terests in the Nile waters for a 
long tim e to come was fading 
rapidly. The Sudanese seemed to 
prefer the prospect of total inde­ 
pendence. 
Sudden Israeli raids along the 
Gaza strip punishing Egyptian 
troops, as if to adm inister a les­ 
son to them , and the new revo­ 
lutionary government was th reat­ 
ened with a costly loss of face. 
Cairo apparently had ambitions 
to extend its influence W estward 
through Arab Africa, but the 
tools were inadequate. H atred of 
Zionism was not so deep to the 
W est and the only cementing 
force was the word “liberation.”

The Arab world 
still had to be “liberated.” 
Nasser outlined an am bitious 
program. Among his goals was 
the foundation, in his own words, 
of “the nucleus of a heavy w ar 
industry” along with a “revolu­

Egypt the superior of Israel. 


“WE BELIEVE,” said Nasser to 
w hat m ust have been the satis­ 
faction of Moscow, “there can be 
no freedom of dignity under the

fight imperialism.” 
The Asian-Arab bloc in the In ­ 
donesia meeting, said Nasser, was 
“free of im perialist purposes.”

States—with Israel, which Nas­ 
ser has pledged to wipe off the 
map. 
As m atters stand W estern ob­ 
servers believe Israel could stand 
off her Arab neighbors again, and 
in a showdown war actually drive 
them back and gain territory. 
But if the Arab nations get mod­ 
ern 
equipm ent and have 
the 
trained personnel to use it, a 
war m ight be a different story. 
And such a war could well 
burst beyond the confines of the 
Arab Middle East.

SAN FRANCISCO (IF) — Arthur 
Ross Brown, arrested 
here 
for 
crimes reaching from the corn 
belt to the Pacific, was held un­ 
der $100,000 bail today after the 
FBI said he confessed the kidnap- 
murder of wealthy Mrs. Wilma 
Allen of Kansas City Aug. 4. 
Technically, Brown is held on a 
charge of transporting a stolen 
automobile across state lines. 
The FBI had been hunting him 
since Aug. 31 for the shooting of 
Sheriff Willard H. Marshall at 
Sheridan, Wyo. The sheriff was 
questioning Brown about a burg­ 
lary there. 


The FBI ^said that Browm while 
being questioned about that shoot­ 
ing yesterday, suddenly burst out:

Plane Saboteur 
Tells How He 


Rigged Bomb 


DENVER (JP) — In dispassionate 
tones, John Gilbert (Jack) Gra­ 
ham related last night how he 
rigged 25 sticks of dynamite to 
explode aboard an airliner carry­ 
ing his mother and 43 other per­ 
sons. 
All 44 were killed Nov. 1 when 
the big United Air Lines DC6B 
blew up near 
Longmont, Colo., 
and crashed 11 minutes after it 
had left Denver. 
Graham, a 23-year-old convict­ 
ed forger, did not 
reply, when 
asked whether he felt remorse. 
U. S. Atty. Donald E. Kelly said 
the Denver construction and res­ 
taurant worker signed a “Written 
admission” earlier that he killed 
his mother. Mrs. Daisie E. King, 
54, to collect her $37,500 air flight 
insurance. 


INSURANCE INVALID 
Ironically, the insurance was in­ 
valid because his mother had fail­ 
ed to sign it before she left Den­ 
ver for Spenard, Alaska, and a 
visit with her daughter, Mrs. Helen 
Ruth Hablutzel. The policies were 
taken out at the airport by Gra­ 
ham. 
Graham was also in line to re­ 
ceive a fourth of his father’s es­ 
tate, estimated at $150,000. 
Construction of the bomb was 
begun Oct. 18 or 19, Graham said. 
Parts of it included the dynamite 
—40 per cent explosive and 60 per 
cent packing—a timeing device, a 
six-volt dry cell battery, and two 
dynamite caps. Each of the caps 
was connected to about eight feet 
of wire. 
BOMB IN SUITCASE 
Graham said he unpacked parts 
of the contents of a large suit­ 
case belonging to his mother and 
replaced them with the bomb. 
“I placed this suitcase in the 
trunk of my car with another 
smaller suitcase and & briefcase 
Which my mother had packed to 
take with her on the trip,” 
he 
recounted. 
Graham said he picked up his 
mother, his wife, Gloria, and 20- 
month-old son, Allen, at a Denver 
garage where Mrs. King had stor­ 
ed her car ,and drove them to the 
airport. 
Graham, also is the father of a 
nine-month-old daughter, Susan, 
said he carried all the luggage to 
his mother in the terminal and 
waited about 30 feet away while 
she checked it. 
SAID GOODBY 
“My wife and I went with her 
to the passengers’ gate where we 
told my mother good by and watch­ 
ed her board the plane with the 
other passengers,” Graham con­ 
tinued. 
Then he took his wife and son 
into the airport coffee shop. 
“We were in the coffee shop for 
approximately one hour, and as 
we were leaving I heard the cash­ 
ier say that there had been a 
wreck of an 
airplane 
about 40 
miles out of Denver,” he said. 
Graham, who has been a stu­ 
dent at Denver University, was 
arrested early yesterday 
at 
his 
home, where his mother also lived. 
He waived a 
hearing 
on 
a 
“peacetime sabotage” charge yes­ 
terday and was jailed in lieu of 
$100,000 bond. The charge carries 
a maximum penalty of 10 years 
in prison and $10,000 fine.

POLK, La. (/P>—Zero hour 
came today in the United States’ 
biggest peacetime military maneu­ 
vers—a war game with a pattern 
strikingly similar to what could 
happen if Reds break the Korean 
truce or choose aggression else­ 
where. 
Generals disclaimed intention to 
shape the tactics and theoretical 
situation in Exercise Sagebrush to 
any existing condition. 
But as 140,000 men and 1,200 
warplanes poised for the beginning 
of an “aggressor” offensive, the 
picture had a grim similarity to 
that in the Far East. 
And there appeared also to be 
this forwarning to real aggressors: 
the emphasis this time was on 
atomic weapons for both air and 
ground forces. 
The script which set the situa­ 
tion for the huge war game over 
seven million acres of western 
Louisiana plains was this: 
A truce between aggressor and 
United States forces had been in 
existence. Standing between the 
two forces was a demilitarized 
zone. To this point, only the 38th 
Parallel seemed to be lacking to 
make the picture match Korea. 


The aggressor broke the truce 
and attacked United States forces 
across the demilitarized zone. 


This mock war is tactical in 
nature, 
involving 
no 
strategic 
bombing missions deep into a 
sanctuary land. That too was like 
Korea. 


SACRAMENTO (A5) — California 
Prohibitionists said today now’s 
the time to come to the aid of 
their party. 
The state’s only minority party 
called upon “Good Samaritans” 
among Republican, D e mo c r a t i c 
and independent voters for help 
in its latest crisis. 
Rev. Earl H. Haydock of Los 
Angeles, in a statewide appeal, 
asked voters to switch their reg­ 
istration to Prohibitionist so the 
temperance party can stay on the 
ballot. 
He estimated the Prohibitionists 
need at least 1,200 new recruits to 
meet the requirements of the state 
election 
code. 
Enough 
voters 
rallied to the party’s cause two 
years ago when it faced extinction. 
The party in 1954 managed to 
poll more than the required 3 per 
cent of the last previous vote for 
governor to remain qualified. But 
another section of the law dis­ 
qualifies a political party if its 
registration falls below 1-10 of 1 
per cent of the state total. 
The latest count gave the Prohi­ 
bitionists only 5,621 of the state­ 
wide registration of 5,800,000. Party 
leaders figure the 1.200 switches 
will put them over for the 1956 
election. 
The Prohibitionists, in their ap­ 
peal, contended their party has a 


long record of “leadership toward 
true American liberalism.” They 
denied it is a “one-plank party* 
with liquor as its sole issue. 


The Prohibitionists are ahead of 
the major parties on one respect. 
They’ve held their national con­ 
vention already. 


Dr. Enoch A. Holtwick of Green­ 
ville, HI., a retired history pro­ 
fessor, was nominated for presi­ 
dent.

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Hunters W ait Start 
Of Pheasant Season 


Over 100,000 pheasant hunters 
w ill take to the field next Satur­ 
day, Nov. 19. 
Hundreds of hunters'from Marin 
will open the season in the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys. 
Recent rains will improve the 
hunting—that is providing the rain 
holds off for at least two days 
before the season opens. 
Although the overall pheasant 
population in the Valleys appears 
to be about the same as last year 
or slightly lower, there are some 
areas with a definite decrease, the 
Department of Fish and Game re­ 
ported. 
Open season on the ring-necks 
opens this year Nov. 19 for a 16- 
day run embracing three weekends. 
Although the season is longer 
than last year, the seasonal bag 


of ten remains the same. One hen 
pheasant may be included in the 
seasonal bag. Daily bag remains at 
two birds. 
In southern counties, including 
Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, 
San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange, R iv­ 
erside, San Diego and Imperial, 
the seasonal lim it is ten birds of 
either sex. 
In the above counties, shooting 
hours are from one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise to one-half hour af­ 
ter sunset. In all other counties 
legal pheasant shooting hours are 
8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
The Department warned that if 
a hen is taken in the northern 
area, it must be tagged with the 
green tag provided. If the season­ 
al bag consists entirely of cocks, 


the green tag may be used for a 
male, but in no case can the red 
tags be used for hens. 
In the southern counties, all of 
the tags may be used for either 
hens or cocks. 
Each tag must be signed by the 
hunter, the date of kill punched, 
and attached immediately to the 
bird after the kill. 
There are many privately owned 
cooperative pheasant areas and the 
usual charge is $7.50 to $10 per 
season per hunter. 
The state has provided 30 co­ 
operative pheasant hunting areas. 
Consult your sports store for this 
information, or contact the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game. 
Plan to go pheasant hunting— 
it’s one of the finest sports and 
will provide a real good outing.

Ends Friday 


The first half of the split duck 
season will end on November 18th. 
The second half w ill start on De­ 
cember 10th to January 15th. 
Bag and possession lim it is seven 
ducks plus three additional sprig 
or widgeon authorized as an agri­ 
cultural depredation control mea­ 
sure. 
The bag and possession lim it of 
geese remains at six, with no more 
than three of the dark species to 
be included in the bag. 
Due to the untimely hot weather 
the hunting in the bay area has 
been very spotty, and hunters have 
really had to work to get their 
limits. 
The second half promises to be 
much better as the cold weather 
and the promise of rain very soon 
seems to indicate. This will start 
the flight of ducks southward and 
should bring excellent hunting to 
every sportsman. Remember you 
need a state hunting license to 
hunt ducks., also a federal stamp. 
Black Sea Brant season opens 
also on December 10th to Febru­ 
ary 10th. The bag lim it on these 
birds is three and three only in 
possession. Many fine limits of Sea 
brant are taken at Drakes Bay in 
M arin County each season.

Literally thousands of Marin 
youths benefitted either as par­

or 
spectators in

three projects 
last year, 
Mrs. 
Schultz said. Some 60 to 70 youths 
participated in 
the Youth 
and 
Junior orchestras each of which 
appeared in concert during the 
year. In addition, the Music For 
Minors series—gave 
three 
pro­ 
grams of two performances each 
to six full 
houses in the 
Lark 
Theater, Larkspur. It had been 
planned to move the series to San 
Rafael High 
School auditorium 
this year so that even more child 
ren could enjoy them. 
However, 
because 
individual 
memberships in the Guild reached 
only about a third of their quota, 
and because the business interests 
in the county have not been forth­ 
coming with financial aid, all of 
the programs may be discontinued, 
Mrs. Scultz said.

17 Years With Air Force

Bandit, Believed Unarmed, 
Robs S.F. Bank Of $5,000 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.P.)—A rob­ 
ber, apparently armed only with 
a threatening note, escaped with 
approximately $5,000 in currency 
yesterday 
after 
holding 
up 
a 
branch office 
of 
the American 
Trust Co. 
Teller Diane Crocker said the 
robber shoved a note across her 
counter which read: 
“Don’t make a false move. I shot 
one teller 
weeks ago. I want 
all your 50s, 20s and 10s.” 
The man kept his right hand in 
the side pocket of his leather jack­ 
et as though concealing a gun and 
muttered, “Don’t say anything.” 
Mrs. Crocker said she put the 


money on the counter and the man 
jammed the bills into a leather 
brief case and hurriedly walked 
out. 
The reference to shooting a tell­ 
er recalled an 
abortive 
holdup 
attempt of an Albany bank recent­ 
ly in which the bandits escaped 
without loot after shooting and 
critically wounding a teller. 


The San Mateo legal firm of 
Kirkbride, Wilson, 
Harzfeld and 
Wallace filed 
the condemnation 
suit in Marin Superior Court last 
week, and Judge Thomas F. Keat­ 
ing signed an order for immediate 
possession and use of the ease­ 
ment by the district. The judge 
also set the amount of deposit to 
be put up by the district pending 
court settlement of fair price of 
the land to be condemned. 
The district is to put up a de­ 
posit of $260.81 for land owned by 
Henry and Virginia Scettrini, $20 
for land owned by Bessie E. and 
Claude G. Besselleiu, and $15 for 
property 
owned 
by 
John 
and 
Theresa Villa. 
The sanitary district asked the 
county to grant the easement, but 
the county is still negotiating with 
Scettrini for the land and felt it 
could grant no* such easement. The 
district then went to the Scettrinis’ 
attorney, who said he could not 
grant the easement either. The 
district then decided to take the 
matter to court and start emi­ 
nent domain proceedings. 


Fanfare and birthday cake are 
missing today from an important 
birthday celebration at Hamilton 
Air Force Base. 
It’s the 17th birthday of the 
Airways and Air Communications 
Service which is represented local- 
headquarters here: 
the 
1850th 
AACS Group, with western states 
headquarters here; 
the 
1950th 
AACS Flight, the 1902nd AACS 
Squadron plus an installation and 
maintenance detachment. 
The service’s national comman­ 
der outlined the importance of 
the AACS to the Air Force and 
all air safety in this way: 
“An Air Force without flight 
facilities, navigation aids and tele­ 
communications (the services pro­ 
vided by the AACS) would be like 
a large city trying to control traf- 
fice without stop signs, road maps, 
police officers or even roads.” 
One of the best examples of 
AACS work occurred during the 
history-making Berlin airlift, the 
cold war’s most crucial maneuver. 
When Soviet forces cut off all rail 
and highway sources of supply to 
West Berlin, food and other es­ 
sential materials were shipped in 
by air, 
creating 
a 
tremendous 
amount of airborne traffic. The 
AACS stepped into the picture to 
regulate the traffic so well that 
planes were permitted to land at 
three-minute intervals at Tempel- 
hof Airdrome in Berlin for months 
on end, regardless of weather con­ 
ditions. 


This experience enabled AACS 
to fulfill an even larger commit­ 
ment in support later on as United 
Nations forces fought in Korea.

Should Golden Gate Bridge and 
Highway District purchase back 
its bonds on the open market when 
they are put up for sale, rather 
than waiting to retire them as they 
fall due? 
That is the question being pon­ 
dered by the bridge’s board of di­ 
rectors. Last week Bridge Auditor 
Charles Hudson reported to the 
board that $175,000 in bridge bonds 
had been placed on the market, 
but that $100,000 had been sold 
immediately.

equivalent dollar price is approxi­ 
mately $108.20 for each $100 bond, 
he said.
